This enormous Increase In the real assessment
throughout th State necessitated a consider-
able chance In the list of percentages, upon
Which the table of equalisation la based.

The total assessed value of real property in
the State Is S4.349.801 .620. and of personal
property S648.800.4e3. Compared with the
preceding year the assessed valuo of personal
property Increased about S84.000.000. The as-

sessed value of real estate in New York county
la SI .787.000.091. and of personal property
S301.004.741. The assessed value of real estate
In Kings county Is S570.107.742. and of per-
sonal property S20.692.134. In equalling the
realty value between the counties this rear
the Bute Board of EqvaJIratlon to-d- added
S188.75S.10e to the assessed valuation of real
estate in New York county. S1.016.81S In Clin-

ton county. S9.711.170 in Kings county. SI .808.-68- 2

In Orange oounty and S3.008.777 to the as-

sessed valuation of realty in Richmond county.
In all the other counties reduotlons.in assessed
valuations were made, amounting to $37,971.-94- 8

in Westoheeter county, S13.726.377 in
Queens county and 110084.148 in Suffolk
oounty.

The equalisation table fbrlSOo wassubmitted
for adoption to the State Board of Equalization
by the State Tax Commissioners, comprising
Martin Heermanoeof Dutchess county. Edward
li. Adams of Chemung, and Rollln L. Jenkins
of Clinton. The commission also submitted the
following report in denial of the claim of the
New York city Tax Commissioners that the
oounty districts profit at the expense of New
York city in the recognised assessed values of
realty In the respective counties!

"In July last the Tax Commissioners of the
city of New York presented in this board a
statement relative to the State equalisation,
which ia submitted herewith as a part of this
report, and which seems to require some com-

ment. The Commissioners say that they have
investigated tor themselvea the relative values
of assessments, as compared with the actual
value of real estate, in a number of counties,
and find those counties credited by this board
with percentages of assessment to real value
much too high, and tor eighteen counties they
gave a list of percentages which, in their
opinion, would be more just and equitable. We
have asked for the evidence upon which this
list waa based, but it has not been produced
and we have no knowledge of the marvellous
methods by which it must have been evolved.

"Concerning the ratio of assessment to real
value ia many of these counties, however, we
have evidence of euoh a conclusive character as
to show that the estimates by the city Commis-
sioners as regards those counties is so gro-
tesquely and preposterously absurd as to de-

prive it of any value. For instance, the Com-

missioners allege that Albany oounty should
only be credited with 49 per cent, while In the
table herewith presented it Is given 78. It will
be remembered that at the last meeting of the
State Board of Equalisation a committee ap-

peared on behalf of the Board of Supervision
of Albany county and made a strong argument,
supported by documentary evidence, to show
that Albany county was entitled to be rated at
not leas than 86 per oent. A long list of sales
of real property in the city of Albany and in the
towns qt the oounty was presented, which, if
accepted as Seal, would have abundantly sus-
tained that contention." A sale of eighteen separate pieces of real
property, belonging to one estate. In the city of
Albany, had recently .taken place at auction.
The sale was well advertised and largely at-
tended by men of means known as Investors in
real property. The aggrecateof prices obtained
Waa $23,000 less than the aggregate assess-
ments on the same property. So many instances
have been brought to our attention of real
property cringing, at private sale, less than
the assessment, and of real estate brokers In
the city of Albany having property on their
Books tor sale at prices Teas than it waa as-
sessed for, that It seems to be the rule rather
than the exception. In most instances we And
country property assessed higher in proportion
to full value than city property in the same
county, but there are exceptions. Had this
board been satisfied that the rest of Albany
county was as well assessed as the city of Al-
bany, the county would have been credited
with a higher rate, and we have no doubt as to
its being fairly entitled to the percentage
awarded It We cannot go through the entireI list of oountles. but will select those which
have

presented the fullest evldenoe to this
" 1'rom Columbia county, which, according to

the estimate of the New York city Commission-
ers, is only assessed at 53 per oent of full
value, in addition to the sworn testimony of th
Assessors and Supervisors taken at our meet-
ing there, we have a very clear and elaborate
report as to assessment conditions, prepared
by Judge Oady and Judge longley. as counsel
to a committee ot the Board of Supervisors,
setting forth a long list ot sales in the city ot
Hudson and the towns of the oounty showing
an average assessment ot the property sold to
the prices obtained of over 84 per oent" Precisely the same olass of evidence has
been presented from Dutchess county, where

t the New York city Commissioners estimate thatH property Is only assessed at 55 per cent, of It
value. For three years peat a committee or the
Board of Supervisors of that oounty has annu
ally presented a comparative list of selling
prices and assessments of real estate through-
out the entire oounty, showing an average as-
sessment of not less than 81 per oent. in any
one ot those years, and of over 85 per oent it;
1897. It is proper to state In this connection
that these lists are certified to contain all the
recorded sales In which the consideration could
be ascertained, whether the assessments were
higher or lower than the selling price, and are
not selected for the purpose of establishing a
high ratio of assessment

Monroe oounty. according to the New York

IKV city Commissioners, is only assessed at an aver-
age of 46 per cent of sotual value. A hotly con-
tested appeal from the local equalization by the
Board of Supervisors of that county was tried
before this board last year. The nineteen towns
of the oounty wore appellant and the city of
Rochester was respondent. Each side was rep-
resented by able counsel. The hearing occu-
pied severs! days, and the testimony was very
voluminous, hvory possible effort wua made
by the appellants to expose the lowest ratio of
assessments to full value in the city of Itoches-te- r,

and by the respondent to show the same
conditions In the nineteen towns.

"In any possible view ot the evidence it was
clearly established that Monroe county Is en-
titled to be credited, on State equalization,
with a percentage considerably higher than
that of last year. The same facts apply to
Montgomery county. An appeal was tried in
that county last year and. from ail the evidence.
It clearly appears that Montgomery county Is
assessed at an average of 70 per cent., and yetI on the list of tho New York CityCommissionuis
Unsure at 39

' Onondaga county has presented a long list
of sales, duly certified, to stioir that It is entitledto a higher percentage than 85. while on the
New York estimate it Is listed at only 47.

"Oswego county has submitted a Hat ot over
380 separate sales of real estate certified to
contain practically every sale of real estate be-
tween wIlllnK seller and a willing buyer oc-
curring in that county within the past twoyears, and the aggregate of prices obtainedcompared with the aggregate assessment for
the same property shows the property sold tohave been assessed at 104 per cent, of theselling prioo." Most of the other eouutlee referred to In thestatement of the New York eltyOommlssloners,
in common with many other counties not citedIn that statement, have presented evldenoe litsupport of the contention, vlgorouxl) pressed
that they should bo credited on the Stateequalisation with higher percentages than have
hitherto been awarded them. Whatever weightmay be properly conceded or denied to thisevidence as a whole, it is certainly sufficient iuconnection with the sworn testimony of As-
sessors and Supervisors, to prove that the state-
ment of tho New York elty Commissioners was

. made ia such absolute ignorance of existing
facts as to render It utterly valueless.

FATHER AND BOX MURDERED.

Their Slnyer.ll Imself Killed Soon Afterward
Wlille Resisting Arrest.

Noarouc Vo.. Sept. 6. John and Edwin B.
Hofman, formerly of Washington. D. 0.. were
murdered on Monday at their lumber mill on
the James Blver, opposite Jamestown. Their
slayer wss killed soon afterward while resist-
ing arrest

Near the mill lived John B. Schmidt, a Ger-
man, aged nearly 70 years. The Hofmans
owed him $140 for timber. There was a dis-
pute over the amount, and when young Hot-ma- n

tendered some money to Schmidt on
Saturday he refused it. On Monday at noon
Schmidt appeared at the mill and demanded
his money. Hofman, who was bnsy, said
something; about the matter being now in the
courts, whereupon Sohmldt raised the Win-
chester he carried and fired eight shots Into
his body. Some time after young Hofman
fell, his father came out and Schmidt killed him
also. To make sure that father and son were
dead.tftchmldt made a negro turn the bodies
over, after which bo left Resisting arrest by
the posse that pursued him. he was shot and
killed. The bodies of the Hofmans were
token to Washington for burial.

Kemarkable Case of C. M. lghton Who

At a baniuet given this evening Lord Duf-
ferin made a speech in whleh he dwelt almost
exclusively on Anglo-Americ- relations. He
said that brotherly sentiment might not al-

ways be an unfailing bond, bat It waa worthy
of being stimulated and cherished, especially
now. A new and critical chapter in the history
of the world was about to open. In the eola-
tion of the difficulties that had arisen In the
East the United States would be compelled to
share, but It was pretty certain that their In-

terests would not clash with those of Greet
Britain, because both nations were guided by

' the same rules of humsnlty and justice.
He added that he had noticed a disposition In

certain quarters to regard the recent friendly
manifestation toward the United States cyni-
cally and pessimistically as merely an evanes-
cent phase ot popular feeling that waa deetlned
to bo replaced by an attitude ot hostility tha
moment a dispute arose. Considering the in-

stability of human affairs and the complex
forces within the borders of the
multitudinous demoorsoy, he could not say
that the sinister nrognostlcatlons would not
prove oorreot but he believed that the proba-
bilities were the other way.

Lord Dufferin referred to Great Britain's
refusal to join the powers In attempting to
ocarce the United States in referenoe to Spain.
It might fairly be anticipated, he said, that
Great Britain's attitude at that critical turning
point In the destinies ot the United States had
made a lasting Impression on the memory and
conscience of the American people, and would
lead to the conviction that the peabe ot the
world and the general prosperity of humanity
would be best promoted by the harmonious co-

operation of Great Britain and tho other English-s-

peaking communities.
